thousands of tomorrow's reporters, 'editors, printers, compositors, 
artists/ draftsmen, linotyplsts and hordes of other specialized per-' 
sohnel will most probably be obsolete; for itheir Jobs lif something is 
nqrdone to retain the public's interest in reading newspapers. 

But what can be done? 

Simple. We believe that no one can change a nation's habits/ 
particularly In competing with an overwhelming vehicle of enter- 
tainment such las' television, $s we see 'it, 'newspapers today ibusy 
themselves all too readily with attempting to provide an equal 
amount of entertainment which at ;no time was ever the 'purpose 
of j the newspaper; . 

Diversified and sporatic as it is, the American public is still 
news conscious but not stupid enough en toto to have a repitltious 
charge of : money, and time exacted if ram them by newspapers when 
they can derive the same scope of the newsi without stirring. if rom 
their living room chairs by turning on television sets. 

However, we feel the public is entitled to more than a cur- 
sory treatment of events and news happenings which ' schedule- 
consuming television is unable to provide. 

We feel that a personalized, analytical and depthful approach 
to reporting is required. The extremely successful Christian Science 
Monitor with its multi-phasic critics; reporters . and by-lined corres- 
pondents bear witness to this method. 

In the long run, it is simply giving the' public the meat between 
the bread-like .slices of TV and radio. 

Of course, a continued interest and support of the newspaper 
media by the public is necessary for their sustained operation. It is 
only when newspapers forget their reading audience, take their 
readership for granted, and trudge down the unsuccessful path of 
provincial and archaic treatment of the news that they fail. 

To change, we feel, formats, style, . treatments; to report and 
to analyze the day's events beyond the rim of transistory values is 
necessary not only for the continued success of newspapers, but es- 
sential in staying within the hub of America's changing ways of life. 

When our media resigns itself to this function, the public, we 
feel, will be tetter served, more informed arid just as active in its 
support of the newspaper as in the beginning when the printed word 
was picture enough for the mind's eye.

Graduated from Vate at the age 
of 26, the young man was engaged 
to serve as tutor flfcr a family in 
Georgia. On his way to tils post, 
the young man became ■ acquainted 
with a Mrs. Nathanael Greene 
(widow of the Revolutionary gen- 
eral) in Savannah. While at Mrs. 
Greene's estate word came that the 
prospective tutoring job had been 
filled by another man, consequently 
he remained at Mrs. Greene's estate 
for a time. 

- One afternoon in that year, 1792, 
Mrs. Greene happened to be enter- 
taining a number of friends, Talk 
turned to the state of agriculture in 
the South. The main problem at 
the time was cotton. There was no 
way of separating* the staple cotton 
from Its seed. It required ten hours 
of work by a slave to separate one 
pound of lint from three pounds of 
seed. Mrs. Greene told her friends 
to take their problem to her house 
guest, Eli Whitney. "He," she said, 
can make anything." 

Mrs. Greene's faith in the me- 
chanical ability of Mr. Whitney cer- 
tainly seems to have been justified. 
Within two weeks he had put to- 
gether a working model of the cot- 
ton gin. , "By the process he de- 
vised, the cotton waa dragged 
through a wire screen by means of 
toothed cylinders revolving towards 
each other. A revolving' brush 
cleaned the cylinders and the seed 
fell into another compartment." So 
In two weeks Whitney had Intro- 
duced the. machine which was to 
revolutionize the Sou^h.

ridgc in a fine article entitled, "Ell 
Whitney, Nemesis of the South," in 
the American Heritage Reader. It 
demonstrates again how chance 
seems to play such an important role 
in history. 

Consider, for example, what 
might have happened if Eli Whitney 
had obtained the teaching job In 
Georgia immediately. He would 
have gone directly there and moat 
likely would never -have been con- 
fronted with the idea of devising a 
cotton gin. True enough, he might 
have invented it later; and If not he, 
then most likely someone else would 
have eventually designed a machine 
for the purpose. 

The consequences of the invention 
are not difficult to illustrate. One 
pound of cotton had previously 
taken 10 hours of work before it was 
ready. After a time through the 
use of Whitney's cotton gin and add- 
ing a number of refinements, we 
have a cotton gin run by water 
power which could produce any- 
where from 3000 to 10,000 man 
hours of work to produce a similar 
amount before the cotton gin. In 
other words the cotton gin could 
do in one day what it would take 
a slave anywhere from 125 days \y 
etfljlays. 

That's a lot of work. . 
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Three federal Judges have clari- 
fied and bolstered the right of rail- 
roads to offer competitive rates as 
provided in an amendment made to 
the Interstate Commerce Act in 
1958.

Bailments grveUirise to special 
rights and duties. A* few common- 
place examples -may help to illus- 
trate some | of them. First a ball- 
ment does hot: occur unless posses- 
sion- of | the property : Is delivered * to 
another. 

So, when you bang your hat on 
the hat rack in the coffee shop, you 
have . not delivered possession to the 
owner; and, | therefore you cannot 
hold; him responsible as bailee if 
it is gone when you look for it '-.' 

However, if you leave your hat 
with a hat-check girl, then she, and 
her- employer, become the bailees 
of youT'chapeau; ; ; 

Presumption of Negligence ■ 
, The bailee Is under a duty to re- 
turn the property in as; good condi- 
tion i as when he received it If he 
fails to do so, .then the law presumes 
that he was negligent in injuring or 
losing the property, and the burden 
shifts to him to prove he is not at 
fault;: 

For example, if you leave your 
car with an attendant in a parking 
lot and find on your return that' 
there is a new dent, in the .fender;, 
the damage is presumed to have 
happened through 'the carelessness 
of the attendant This means that 
If the. case went to court, the at- 
tendant or his employer would have 
to prove that he was not careless 
with the car while he had possession 
of It 

This presumption operates for two 
reasons! First It is logical to as- 
sume that injury : or loss to a bailed 
article . . is ( caused by the bailee's 
neglect' because he had possession 
of it and second, the bailee is in 
a better position than the bailor 
to prove what happened to the prop- 
erty, again for the reason that he 
had possession. 

Bailor Not Responsible . 

The bailor is riot responsible for 
his bailee's negligent use of the 
property loaned. Thus, if you loan 
your car to your younger adult 
brother, and while driving it on his 
own business he injures someone 
through his own fault you are not 
responsible to the injured party.' 

But remember, if the accident oc- 
curs by reason of a hidden defect 
in the auto, that you know about 
or that you should have known of, 
you may be liable to the Injured 
person. Your failure to warn your 
bailee of the defect may well be a 
contributing cause of the accident. 

These are only a few rules taken 
from the law of bailments. They 
indicate the importance to u* all of 
taking care of property entrusted "to 
us, and of choosing our ''bailees" 
with care.
